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HE  VISION  CONTINUES 


President  Thomas  E.  J.  de  Witt  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  are  proud  to  present  —  Lasell  College: 
A  Two-Year  College  for  Women.  The  college's 
new  name  was  officially  accepted  and  approved 
in  February  and  is  the  beginning  of  many 
changes  the  President  and  Board  envision  over 
the  next  few  years  for  Lasell. 

One  of  the  major  changes  will  be  for  Lasell  to 
grant  baccalaureate  degrees  in  three  of  its  most 
sought-after  programs.  A  petition  has  been  for- 
mally filed  with  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Re- 
gents of  Higher  Education. 

In  anticipation  of  approval  for  four-year  status 
by  June  1990,  some  interesting  expansion  of  the 
existing  programs  is  already  taking  place: 

•  Early  Childhood  Education  (ECE)  Program: 

Thanks  to  Trustee  Elizabeth  Cole,  M.D.,  ECE 
has  been  awarded  a  $20,000  grant  from  the 
Amelia  Peabody  Foundation.  The  grant  is  being 
used  to  support  renovations  to  the  Barn  which 
will  house  ECE's  new  daycare  center  for  infants 
and  toddlers. 

•  Hotel,  Travel/Tourism  Administration: 

The  college  plans  to  use  Plummer  House  as  an 
on-campus  bed  and  breakfast  for  alumnae,  par- 
ents, and  counselors.  Students  will  be  respon- 
sible for  all  aspects  of  running  the  year-round 
endeavor,  from  housekeeping  and  reservations 
to  marketing  and  budgets. 

•  Fashion  Merchandising  Program: 

Area  retailers  are  sharing  industry  knowledge, 
career  advancement  tips  and  even  their  products 
with  Lasell  students  enrolled  in  Fashion  Mer- 
chandising. The  retailers'  interest  has  been 
peaked  by  a  new  Fashion  Laboratory  —  a  class- 
room converted  into  a  replica  of  a  specialty 
store.  See  the  story  on  page  8. 

Also  in  this  Bulletin,  readers  will  get  a  first- 
hand look  at  Lasell's  new  admissions  program. 
The  college  is  now  courting  students  from  across 
the  country  and  around  the  world.  And  when 
those  students  arrive  at  Lasell,  a  special  orienta- 
tion program  welcomes  them  and  gives  them 
skills  to  use  throughout  their  college  career.

Lasell's  first  targeted  national  and  international 
admissions  marketing  program  has  sent  adminis- 
trators packing.  The  reason?  Concern  over  the 
declining  high  school  population  in  New  Eng- 
land and  efforts  to  diversify  the  Lasell  student 
body. 

Within  the  last  10  months,  Bob  Kates,  Lasell's 
director  of  marketing  and  external  relations,  has 
packed  his  bags  and  hit  the  road.  Japan.  Thai- 
land. Indonesia.  Hong  Kong.  Singapore.  Ma- 
laysia. In  each  country,  Kates  visited  major  cities 
to  talk  with  prospective  students,  parents,  coun- 
selors, and  counseling  and  referral  agencies 
about  educational  opportunities  at  Lasell. 

Meanwhile,  Ruth  Ann  Brooks,  dean  of  admis- 
sions and  financial  aid,  has  just  unpacked  after 
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returning  from  a  working  whirlwind  in  Europe. 
"I  visited  seven  countries,"  she  says.  "Twenty 
cities  in  10  days,  30  schools  in  each  city."  Earlier 
this  year,  Kates  and  Brooks  crisscrossed  the 
United  States,  talking  with  students,  parents  and 
counselors  from  Philadelphia  to  California,  Chi- 
cago to  San  Antonio. 

The  extensive  traveling  of  Lasell's  admissions 
emissaries  is  due  to  a  plan  that  has  targeted  spe- 
cific regions  of  the  United  States  and  foreign 
countries  that  could  yield  prospective  Lasell  stu- 
dents. It  is  a  plan  to  help  Lasell  through  the 
longest,  largest,  decrease  of  high  school-aged 
students  New  England  has  ever  experienced. 

"Traditionally  we've  drawn  our  students  from 
New  England  and  somewhat  from  New  York  and 
New  Jersey,"  Brooks  explains.  "But  in  the  last 
few  years,  the  pool  of  New  England  students  has 
decreased  dramatically  and  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue declining  for  the  next  few  years.  We  will 
always  consider  New  England  our  home  base, 
but  it  makes  good  sense  to  go  where  the  stu- 
dents are  and  get  exposure  in  new  markets." 

According  to  Brooks,  the  new  markets  center 
around  major  cities  in  the  U.S.  that  are  similar  to 
Boston.  Cities  such  as  Chicago,  Dallas,  Cincin- 
nati, San  Diego,  Atlanta,  Baltimore,  and  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  that  have  growing  economies  and 
well-established  suburbs. 

"The  sunbelt  states  are  the  only  areas  of  the 
country  that  are  projected  to  have  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  high  school  students  over  the 
next  few  years,"  she  explains.   "This  is  the  per- 


fect time  for  us  to  be  visiting  those  areas,  estab- 
lishing relationships  with  counselors  and  stu- 
dents, and  building  recognition  of  Lasell." 

In  addition,  midwestern  and  southern  states 
have  a  history  of  sending  students  north  to  go  to 
college.   "There  is  a  certain  prestige  in  going  to 
school  in  New  England,  and  Boston  is  particu- 
larly attractive  because  of  it's  reputation  as  a  col- 
lege town,"  Brooks  says.  "We're  also  finding  a 
significant  number  of  New  England  transplants 
in  these  growing  areas  —  families  that  started  out 
in  the  high-tech  industry  in  Boston  and  followed 
the  industry's  growth  into  the  sunbelt.  Many  of 
these  parents  have  a  strong  attachment  to  Boston 
and  would  like  to  see  their  daughters  return  to 
the  area  for  a  college  education." 

According  to  Kates,  Boston  is  particularly  at- 
tractive to  international  students  as  well.   "These 
students  want  to  study  in  the  U.S.,  and  Boston's 
reputation  of  having  very  good  academic  institu- 
tions as  well  as  strong  cultural  offerings  is  very 
compelling,"  he  says.  "Parents  are  even  more  in- 
terested in  knowing  that  their  daughters  are 
going  to  be  safe  while  they  are  studying  abroad. 
Many  parents  see  Lasell  as  a  safe  and  supportive 
environment  in  which  their  daughters  can  pur- 
sue an  American  education." 

While  U.S.  students  see  a  two-year  college  as  a 
place  to  build  confidence,  test  academic  or  ca- 
reer choices  and  decide  whether  to  go  on  to  fur- 
ther education,  students  from  Southeast  Asia 
tend  to  see  going  to  a  college  like  Lasell  as  the 
culmination  of  their  education. 


"At  home,  there's  really  not  much  to  choose  from  for 
colleges.    You  can  go  to  a  big  university  and  be  a  num- 
ber or  you  can  go  to  a  small  college  out  in  the  middle  of 
nowhere.  I'm  not  the  best  student  in  the  world  and  I 
knew  I  would  need  extra  help,  I  also  really  wanted  to 
come  to  Boston.  Lasell  has  been  perfect  for  me.    The 
Learning  Center,  the  GATE  program  and  the  professors 
have  really  helped  me.  At  home,  L  know  friends  who 
have  to  make  an  appointment  two  weeks  in  advance 
just  to  talk  to  a  professor.  Here?  I've  had  teachers  give 
me  their  home  phone  number!  They  really  want  you  to 
succeed,  and  they  really  care. "

"Many  students  from  Japan,  for  example,  have 
already  completed  two  years  of  post-secondary 
education,"  Kates  explains.  "When  they  express 
interest  in  Lasell,  it  is  because  they  want  the  ex- 
posure to  American  culture  and  education,  but 
they  don't  want  to  be  away  from  home  and  fam- 
ily for  more  than  two  years." 

As  with  the  admissions  program  in  the  U.S.  and 
Europe,  Kates'  goal  in  his  visits  throughout 
Southeast  Asia  is  to  increase  awareness  of  Lasell. 
"Revisiting  the  same  countries,  schools,  agencies 
and  counselors  over  a  number  of  years  to  main- 
tain and  broaden  our  relationships  with  the  indi- 
viduals who  refer  students  to  Lasell  is  very  im- 
portant," he  says.   "The  admissions  process  at 
Lasell  is  a  very  personal  one  —  for  international 
students  as  well  as  for  American  students.  We 


look  at  their  academic  record  and  their  admis- 
sions forms,  but  it  is  the  personal  contact,  with 
either  the  student  or  someone  who  knows  the 
student,  that  helps  us  decide  what  is  best  for  the 
student." 

In  looking  to  broader  markets  for  prospective 
students,  the  Admissions  Office  has  the  best  in 
mind  for  the  entire  Lasell  community.  "We  hope 
to  add  significantly  to  the  international  and  na- 
tional population  of  students  at  Lasell  over  the 
next  few  years,"  Kates  says.  "Geographical  di- 
versity in  a  student  body  is  increasingly  impor- 
tant. Students  need  exposure  to  different  lan- 
guages, cultures,  personalities  and  interests  so 
that  they  can  become  active  and  productive  con- 
tributors in  an  increasingly  multi-faceted,  mobile 
society."

You  are  standing  in  the  middle  of  a  circle  of  12 
students.   You  know  their  names,  hut  nothing 
else  about  them,  nor  they  about  you,  except  that 
you  're  all  new  freshmen  at  Lasell.   You  never 
saw  these  people  until  an  hour  ago.    "Okay,  " 
says  the  student  leader  (she's  a  senior),  "close 
your  eyes  and  fall. " 

Welcome  to  Lasell. 

The  "trust  fall"  is  only  a  small  part  of  Lasell's 
new  orientation  program  called  the  Freshman 
Experience.  "It's  a  very  deliberate  effort  to  help 
new  students  lose  their  self-consciousness,  be- 
come involved  and  develop  a  bonding  with  each 
other  and  the  school,"  says  Kathleen  O'Connor, 
dean  of  student  affairs. 


Encouraging  students  to  connect  as  a  group  and  become  comfortable 

with  each  other  is  a  goal  of  Lasell's  orientation  program.  Here,  a  group 

gives  one  of  their  members  a  push  across  'the  nitro  pit. " 
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Joining  bands,  a  group  attempts  to  stand  up  all  at  once.  A  special  bond  between  members  of  the  class 

is  formed  during  the  two-day  Freshman  Experience. 


Unlike  traditional  orientation  programs  in 
which  the  freshmen  come  prepared  with 
their  pads  and  pens  and  have  the  informa- 
tion presented  to  them  lecture- 
style,  O'Connor  says  Lasell's 
program  is  designed  to  make 
students  become  part  of  the 
process  —  to  learn  by  doing. 
"This  is  a  hands-on  program  that 
helps  the  students  actually  see 
and  understand  the  educational 
process.  The  program  is  a  joint 
venture  of  both  the  Academic 
Affairs  and  Student  Affairs  Of- 
fices," she  says. 

"The  activities  and  work- 
shops are  designed  to  foster 
group  unity,  trust  and  reliance  in 
each  other,  self-confidence  and 
problem-solving  abilities.  What 
happens  during  the  course  of  the  program 
and  as  a  result  of  it,  is  simply  wonderful." 

Upon  arrival  at  Lasell,  the  freshman  class 
is  randomly  divided  into  groups  of  10  to  15 
students  who  will  go  through  the  Freshman 
Experience  together.  The  program  is  three

days  full  of  non-competitive,  fun  physical  activi- 
ties, group  meetings,  workshops  and  tours.  Al- 
though it  seems  an  unorthodox  way  to  begin  a 

school  year,  the  students  are 
exhausted,  happy,  and  feel  in-

creasingly  "connected"  by  the 
end  of  each  day. 

You  are  looking  at  a  large, 
wide,  mound  of  sand  with  a 
single  rope  hanging  directly 
over  it  from  the  tree  branch 
above.    "This  is  the  nitro  pit," 
the  student  leader  says.    "To  get 
any  further,  you  have  to  grab 
the  rope  and  swing  over  the  pit 
without  falling  in.  If  one  person 
falls  into  the  nitro,  the  whole 
group  starts  over. "  You  turn  to 
your  group,  "Anyone  got  any 
ideas?" 

O'Connor  says  she  has  seen  students  emerge 
from  the  experience  as  natural  leaders  and  oth- 
ers as  natural  comics.  But,  much  more  reward- 
ing, she  has  seen  students  who  have  taken  part 
in  the  Freshman  Experience  become  more  in- 
volved in  college  activities  and  their  studies. 
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"They  become  active  learners,"  she  asserts.  "Not 
students  who  sit  in  class  waiting  for  information 
to  be  poured  into  their  heads,  but  students  who 
ask  questions,  pursue  ideas  and  really  retain 
what  they  have  learned." 

An  assertiveness  workshop  helps  students  rec- 
ognize that  there  are  many  effective  ways  to  deal 
with  conflict.   "We  talk  about  how  to  approach 
an  annoying  roommate,  an  aggressive  date,  a 
professor  who's  moving  through  information  too 
quickly,"  O'Connor  says.  "The  students  see  dif- 
ferent situations  they  may  encounter  at  college 
and  discover  that  what  they  have  to  say  has 
value." 

An  orientation  to  Boston  has  local  students 
telling  out-of-towners  where  the  best  dance 
clubs  are  located  and  how  to  take  the  "T"  to 
Quincy  Market.  They  talk  about  favorite  activi- 
ties, food,  movies  and  get  a  little  insight  into  dif- 
ferent cultures  and  backgrounds.  "We  use  every 
opportunity  to  encourage  the  sharing  of  ideas, 
information,  likes  and  dislikes,"  O'Connor  says. 
"We  have  a  small,  but  steadily  growing  interna- 
tional student  community  and  it's  very  rewarding 
to  see  students  from  different  backgrounds  warm 
to  each  other  and  show  interest  in  each  others' 
experiences." 

At  the  communications  workshop  the  instruc- 
tor asks  everyone  to  write  down  directions  for 
making  a  peanut  butter  sandwich .  Reading 
from  your  paper,  the  instructor  readies  a  knife 
to  dip  into  the  peanut  butter.  But  wait,  there's  a 
problem.  She  can 't  get  the  knife  into  the  peanut 
butter.   You  forgot  to  include  directions  about 
unscrewing  and  removing  the  top  of  the  jar. 

"Students  suddenly  realize  they  just  can't  as- 
sume people  know  what  they  are  saying  all  the 
time,"  .O'Connor  explains.   "They  see  how  impor- 
tant it  is  to  be  very  clear  in  their  communications. 
We  structure  the  Freshman  Experience  so  differ- 
ent groups  go  through  different  activities  on 
separate  days.  That  way,  students  are  not  limited 
to  knowing  only  their  roommates  or  classmates 
on  campus,  they  also  know  everyone  from  their 
Experience  group.  Also,  when  the  groups  break 
down  at  dinner  or  when  the  students  return  to 
their  roommates  they  may  not  have  seen  all  day, 
they  have  plenty  to  talk  about."

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Lasell  has  been  a  hotbed  of  fashion  lately, 
a  gathering  place  for  some  of  the  industry's 
top  executives:  the  president  of  Bergdorf 
Goodman;  Bloomingdale's  employment  man- 
ager; the  senior  vice  president  of  Marshalls  and 
Filene's  fashion  promotion  manager.  They  are 
drawn  to  campus  by  unique  corporate  involve- 
ment opportunities,  by  an  innovative  hands-on 
Fashion  Laboratory,  and  by  a  very  promising  fu- 
ture for  the  Fashion  Merchandising  Program. 

The  Fashion  Merchandising  Program  is  one 
of  the  most  sought-after  at  Lasell.  Pending  Board 
of  Regents'  approval,  the  program  will  become 
one  of  the  college's  Two-Plus-Two  programs  in 
academic  year  1990  and  will  offer  students  the 
choice  of  studying  for  an  associate  degree  (then 
entering  the  workforce)  or  continuing  for  two 
more  years  to  receive  a  baccalaureate  degree. 
The  industry's  leaders  are  interested  and  in- 
volved.

"I  believe  in  grassroots  education,"  says  Rich- 
ard Bath,  director  of  the  fashion  merchandising 
program.  "I'm  a  big  proponent  of  corporate  in- 
volvement in  educa- 
tion. Fashion  is 
highly  competitive. 
I  wanted  profession- 
als involved  in  the 
program  who  could 
tell  my  students

Members  of 
the  board  advise 
Bath  on  develop- 
ment of  the  overall 
program  at  Lasell; 
lecture  as  guest 
speakers  in  appro- 
priate classes;  par- 
ticipate in  bi-annual 
corporate  panel  dis- 
cussions; offer  and 
oversee  student  in- 
ternships, and  are 
accessible  to  stu- 
dents on  an  infor- 
mal basis  for  career  questions,  advice,  and  indus- 
try contacts.

director  of  the  fashion  merchandising  program. 
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"These  people  are  totally  involved,  totally 
committed,"  Bath  says.  "It's  because  they  know 
they  have  a  voice  and  influence  here.  And  that 
they're  going  to  get  the  most  experienced  gradu- 
ates in  their  field  from  Lasell." 

A  solid  educational  background  and  hands- 
on  experience  are  the  cornerstones  of  Lasell's 
Fashion  Merchandising  Program.  In  addition  to 
the  classes  they  take  to  satisfy 
Lasell's  core  curriculum  require- 
ments, the  students  enrolled  in 
the  program  take  extra  business 
classes  and  courses  in  fashion 
merchandising,  principles  of 
color  and  design,  retail  manage- 
ment, textiles,  sales  principles, 
and  principles  of  advertising. 
Hands-on  experience  is  acquired 
through  an  internship  in  the  sec- 
ond year  and  training  in  the 
program's  new  Fashion  Labora- 
tory. 

"No  other  fashion  program 
has  this  kind  of  training  facility,"  Bath  claims. 
The  lab  is  a  classroom  converted  into  a  replica  of 
a  specialty  store,  complete  with  mannequins,  ev- 
ery possible  clothing  display  fixture,  and  a  full- 
size  "Newbury  Street-style"  window  that  looks 
out  onto  the  most  heavily  traveled  walkway  on 
campus. 

"In  the  lab,  students  have  the  opportunity  to 
use  their  visual  merchandising,  salesmanship, 
and  merchandising  strategy  skills,"  Bath  ex- 
plains. "They  learn  how  to  merchandise  an  en- 
tire floor,  the  best  way  to  use  certain  fixtures, 
what  works  and  what  doesn't  in  terms  of  visuali- 
zation." 

Many  of  the  corporations  represented  on  the 
advisory  board  are  involved  with  the  lab's  dis- 
play window.  Bath  separates  his  class  into 
groups  of  six  students,  gives  them  a  name  of  a 
contact  at  a  specific  retail  company  and  tells 
them  to  create  a  display.  The  students  are  re- 
sponsible for  contacting  and  visiting  the  retailer, 
choosing  clothing  and  accessories  from  the  store, 
returning  to  the  lab,  and  deciding  how  best  to 
display  the  products.  Each  display  remains  in 
the  window  for  one  week  and  is  critiqued  by  the 
retailer,  class  peers,  and  Bath. 

The  Fashion  Laboratory  is  so  unique  that  sev- 
eral local  retailers,  including  Stride  Rite,  Filene's

Basement,  Bloomingdale's,  and  TJ  Maxx  have 
expressed  interest  in  using  the  lab  for  their  own 
corporate  training  programs.   "Our  students  are 
creative,  intelligent  and  experienced,"  Bath  says. 
"They'll  be  at  least  one  step  ahead  of  the  compe- 
tition when  they  graduate." 

Plans  are  underway  to  expand  the  Fashion 
Merchandising  Program.  The  four-year  program 

will  include  sophisticated  train- 
ing on  Advanced  Lotus  123  in 
order  to  teach  students  how  to 
track  trends  and  distribution, 
create  profit  and  loss  state- 
ments, program  open-to-buys, 
and  do  sales  analysis  and 
monthly  merchandise  reports. 
A  new  Fashion  Promotion 
course  and  Interior  Design 
course  will  be  added  to  the  cur- 
riculum. Two  major  goals  will 
be  an  expanded  internship  pro- 
gram and  an  intensive  senior- 
year  seminar. 

"As  it  is  now,  every  senior  does  an  internship. 
For  our  expanded  program,  I'd  like  to  see  our 
freshmen,  sophomores  and  juniors  intern  as 
well,"  Bath  says.  "We  placed  interns  in  19  com- 
panies, specialty  stores,  and  even  with  a  de- 
signer, in  four  different  states  this  year.  We  could 
have  easily  placed  more  students.  " 

Bath  would  also  like  to  see  a  five-week  semi- 
nar attended  by  all  seniors  during  their  first  se- 
mester. Bath  describes  the  program  as  intensive, 
day-long  seminars  focusing  on  issues  including 
career  workshops,  case  studies,  and  retail  store 
practices.  He  would  like  to  see  most  of  the 
workshops  run  by  professionals  from  the  indus- 
try.  "I  already  have  a  commitment  from  some- 
one to  talk  about  sales  forecasting  for  a  nation- 
wide retailer.  He's  the  vice  president  of 
Marshalls  —  I  think  he'll  be  quite  effective,"  Bath 
says. 

"We're  going  into  the  1990's  with  incredible 
support  from  the  corporate  community,"  he 
states.  "The  professionals  love  it.  They  love 
being  on  campus  and  they're  really  excited  about 
what's  happening  at  Lasell.  No  other  college  can 
claim  that  type  of  corporate  involvement.  The 
return  on  this  type  of  education  and  experience 
for  our  students  is  invaluable."

Tammy  Gendron  '89,  hopes  to  have  her  own  boutique  someday,  but  she's  decided  to 
work  in  the  fashion  industry  for  a  few  years  before  she  sets  off  on  her  own. 

"The  first  time  the  Fashion  Merchandising  Advisory  Board  held  a  panel  discussion  at 
school,  I  realized  opening  my  own  business  was  not  going  to  be  as  easy  as  I  thought," 

Tammy  says.  "It  was  the  first  time  we  really  got  to  talk  one- 
on-one  with  professionals  about  what  it  takes  to  be  success- 
ful. I  think  it  was  the  first  time  a  lot  of  us  heard  about  all  the 
hard  work,  time,  and  even  disappointment  that's  involved.  It 
was  good,  because  in  fashion,  everyone  tends  to  think  about 
the  glamour  and  fun.  The  panel  brought  us  down  to  reality." 

Tammy's  goal  is  more  than  just  a  dream.  In  her  final  se- 
mester at  Lasell  she  participated  in  an  independent  study  in 
which  she  planned  for  her  store.  "It's  been  a  good  experi- 
ence to  see  how  much  is  involved.  Besides  deciding  exactly 
what  I  want  my  product  to  be,  I've  done  site  evaluations,  a 
market  analysis,  a  floor  plan.  I've  talked  with  other  retailers 
who  have  opened  their  own  small  specialty  stores  and  I've 
put  together  a  full  portfolio  that  I  can  take  to  a  bank  when  I'm 
ready  to  ask  for  a  loan." 

She  knows,  however,  that  she  won't  be  ready  for  the  loan 
for  a  while  yet.   "I  want  to  make  my  mistakes  with  someone 
else's  money,"  she  admits.  "Lasell  gave  me  the  opportunity  to  get  some  experience  through 
my  internship  at  Tello's  and  working  in  the  Fashion  Lab,  but  it  also  taught  me  just  how  impor- 
tant experience  is  in  this  business.  I  want  to  be  fully  prepared  when  I  finally  go  out  on  my 
own." 

Being  prepared  may  include  going  after  her  baccalaureate  degree,  Tammy  says.  "I'm 
proud  to  say  I  went  to  Lasell  and  I'd  love  to  come  back.  I  want  my  bachelor's  degree  eventu- 
ally, and,  as  far  as  I'm  concerned,  Lasell  is  the  place  to  get  it."

Standing  in  front  of  the  display  case  at  Bloomingdale's,  Susan  Parrish  '90,  is  trying  to  de- 
cide if  she's  hit  on  the  right  feeling.  Tugging  one  of  the  items  a  little  further  to  the  left,  she 
stops,  looks,  and  is  satisfied. 

"Visual  display  has  always  intrigued  me,"  Susan  says. 
"Working  here  has  been  a  wonderful  experience." 

Bloomingdale's  employment  manager,  Joanne  Azar,  is  on 
the  Advisory  Board  for  Lasell's  Fashion  Merchandising  Pro- 
gram. She  approached  program  director  Richard  Bath  with 
two  openings  in  fashion  promotion  at  the  store  —  highly  cov- 
eted positions. 

"I  had  talked  briefly  with  Susan  when  she  first  enrolled  in 
the  program  and  had  seen  a  certain  flair  in  her  ideas,"  Bath 
says.  "I  thought  she  and  another  classmate  would  do  a  great 
job  for  Bloomingdale's."  Bloomies  thought  so,  too.  They 
hired  Susan  and  Melissa  on  the  spot. 

A  native  of  Rutherford,  NJ,  Susan  says  she  chose  to  come 
to  Lasell  because  of  its  Fashion  Merchandising  Program.  She 
visited  the  school  and  talked  to  students  in  the  program  when 

she  was  a  junior  in  high  school.  But  on  her  arrival  at  Lasell,  she  says  she  found,  "so  much 
more  than  I  expected." 

"This  is  the  most  exciting  program  I've  seen,"  Susan  says.  "I  can't  wait  to  go  to  class 
everyday  and  see  what's  going  to  happen  next."

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Their  eyes  bright  as  stars, 
their  cheeks  flushed 
with  excitement,  Lasell's 
160  graduates  proudly  prome- 
nade through  their  commence- 
ment activities.  And  what  hap- 
pens after  commencement?  Af- 
ter the  light  blue  gowns  are  re- 
turned, the  photographs  put 
away,  the  good-byes  said? 
What  are  the  dreams  of  those 
newly-made  Lasell  alumnae? 

A  four-year,  on-going  study 
by  Lasell's  Office  of  Career 
Services  is  creating  a  picture  of 
what  recent  graduates  venture 
into  after  they  leave  Lasell.  The 
study,  says  Director  of  Career 
Services,  Marie  Smith,  helps  the 
college  gauge  how  well  it  is 
succeeding  in  terms  of  educat- 
ing and  preparing  Lasell  stu- 
dents for  their  life-choices  that 
lie  ahead. 

"If  you  look  at  the  schools 
and  the  types  of  jobs  our 
graduates  go  on  to,  I  think 
we're  doing  quite  well,"  she 
says. 

The  study  compiles  the  re- 
sults of  a  survey  sent  to  Lasell 
graduates  six  months  and  then 
one  year  after  commencement. 
Responses  doubled  with  the 
addition  of  follow-up  calls  that 
were  begun  with  the  survey  of 
the  class  of  1987.   "The  study  is 
still  evolving,  but  even  results 
from  the  first  two  years  have 
yielded  interesting  facts,"  Smith 
says. 

Study  results  indicate  that  an 
average  of  50  percent  of 
Lasell's  recent  graduates  go  on 
to  study  at  four-year  colleges  or 
universities.   "Many  of  our 
freshman  are  unsure  about 
whether  or  not  they'll  continue 
their  education  after  Lasell," 
Smith  reports.  "Obviously  their 
experience  here  gives  them  the 
self-confidence  to  go  on." 


Two  years  after  her  Lasell 
graduation,  Stacy  Dapolite  '87, 
joined  2,300  other  students  at 
Boston  College  this  May  and 
received  her  baccalaureate  de- 
gree. "I  always  wanted  to  go  to 
a  four-year  college,"  she  says. 
"The  only  reason  I  could,  and

be  successful,  is  because  of 
Lasell. 

"I  was  in  the  top  half  of  my 
high  school  class  but  got  low 
scores  on  my  SAT's,"  says 
Stacy.  "When  I  started  getting 
rejection  letters  from  the  four- 
year  colleges  I  applied  to,  I  was 
really  depressed.  My  counselor 
felt  I  would  do  better  starting  at 
a  two-year  college,  so  I  de- 
cided to  enroll  at  Lasell. 

"It  was  probably  the  best  de- 
cision I  have  made  in  my  life," 
she  says  emphatically.  "I  really 
needed  those  two  years  to 
grow  academically,  intellectu- 
ally and  personally.  Looking 


back  now,  I  realize  that  if  I  had 
gone  to  a  large  four-year  col- 
lege right  out  of  high  school  I 
would  have  been  lost  in  the 
shuffle.  Lasell  really  prepared 
me  for  my  studies  at  Boston 
College." 

Stacy  is  planning  to  work  for 
a  few  years,  then  return  to 
school  for  her  master's  degree. 

According  to  the  study,  more 
than  90  percent  of  recent 
graduates  who  enter  the 
workforce  after  Lasell  work  in 
careers  related  to  their  majors. 
"Our  students  who  are  in  ca- 
reer-related fields  of  study  tend 
to  be  very  directed,"  Smith 
comments.   "I  think  these  re- 
sults show  that  the  education 
they  receive  at  Lasell  does,  in 
fact,  help  them  pursue  their 
chosen  career." 

Christina  Tullo  '88,  is  enter- 
ing her  second  year  as  a  pro- 
gram administrator  at  Crimson 
Travel.  "I  knew  when  I  went  to 
Lasell  that  I  wanted  to  get  into 
the  travel  industry,"  she  says. 
"My  classes  were  good  at  lay- 
ing the  groundwork  of  what  to 
expect,  but  it  was  the  intern- 
ship that  really  helped  me  see 
what  the  business  was  like." 
Christina  works  with  travel 
agents  to  set  up  group  travel 
tours.  She  was  offered  the  job 
at  Crimson  Travel  after  working 
there  as  an  intern  during  her 
senior  year. 

"I  can't  imagine  trying  to  go 
into  a  career  without  having 
some  idea  of  what  it's  really 
like,"  she  says.  "During  my  in- 
ternship I  got  to  see  all  the  dif- 
ferent aspects  of  this  company 
—  marketing,  accounting,  com- 
puters, retail.  The  experience 
was  invaluable." 

Written  anecdotes  on  re- 
turned surveys  indicate  a  high 
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level  of  self-confidence  and 
raised  expectations  among 
Lasell's  recent  graduates.  "Our 
graduates  find  themselves  very 
competitive  with  others  in  their 
field  of  study  or  work,"  Smith 
says.  "They  are  tenacious,  hard 
workers  and  they're  really  sur- 
prised at  how  well  they  do  af- 
ter Lasell.  For  many,  it  gives 
them  the  confidence  to  take  on 
more  challenges." 

Debbie  Sansone  '88,  says,  "I 
was  sure  that  I  only  wanted 
two  years  of  college  when  I  en- 
rolled at  Lasell.  I  had  no  idea 
what  I  wanted  after  that.  It's 
amazing  how  some  things 
change!" 

Debbie  says  that  Lasell 
opened  her  eyes  to  the  many 
opportunities  she  could  pur- 
sue. "I  was  pretty  undirected 
when  I  enrolled  at  Lasell,"  says 
the  Simmons  College  junior.   "I 
was  surprised  by  how  much  I 
enjoyed  school  when  I  was  at 
Lasell.  My  grades  were  so 
much  better  than  I  ever  ex- 
pected them  to  be  and  a  lot  of 
my  teachers  encouraged  me  to 
go  on." 

Debbie  transferred  to  Sim- 
mons College  after  Lasell  and 
expects  to  graduate  in  January, 
1991.  But  she  has  goals  to 
achieve  even  before  complet- 
ing her  Simmons  degree.  "I 
want  to  work  at  the  Disney  Stu- 
dios," she  says.  "More  than 
2,000  students  are  applying 
through  the  college  program  to 
work  at  Disney  World  and  then 
at  the  studios  when  they  open 
in  1990.  I  actually  heard  about 
it  through  Lasell  and  thought 
I'd  give  it  a  try.  I  have  just  as 
much  a  chance  of  being  chosen 
as  anyone  else." 

Self-confident.  Directed. 
Ambitious.  What  more  has 
Smith  to  say  about  Lasell's 


recent  grads?  "You  know  the 
old  saying,  the  more  things 
change,  the  more  they  remain 
the  same?"  she  asks.  "I  don't 
think  the  dreams  of  Lasell's 
graduates  have  changed  dra- 
matically over  time.  Students 
in  my  career  program  still  list 
getting  married  and  having 
children  as  a  future  goal,  but 
the  time  frame  and  the  way 
they  expect  that  goal  to  be 
achieved  is  different.  Today, 
students  expect  a  spouse  to  be 
an  equal  partner  who  will 
share  the  housework  and  child- 
care,  and  for  the  most  part,  stu- 
dents plan  to  start  a  career  be- 
fore they  start  a  family."
